* Loccupied a position where I could do a 
great deal of public good,” said Dr. Jacobi 
last evening. I would not abandon such a 
position lightly, as I feel it my duty to do 
what I can for the health ofthe city. But 
the Board of Health is mismanaged. It is 
not a question of health but of politics. The 
department is being run by Tammany Hall 
and it is being run on the spoils system.“ 

The action‘of the two physicians is a result 
of a shake-up in the Board of Health last 
month which, it was claimed, was due to the 
request of Tammany ‘chieftains. Col. 
William H. Preutice, who had been 
attorney and counsel. for the board for 
nineteen years at a salary of $4,800 a year, 
was removed to make a piace for Max Steinert, 
whose enemies aay he never rose higher than 
the dignity of a police court lawyer, except at 
the polls, where he ranked as a Tammany 
ward leader. Dr. W. A. Ewing, the Sanitary 
Superintendent, who also received $4,800 a 
year, was ejected and Dr. Cyrus Eason, who 
had been chief inspector of contagious dis- 
eases, got his place, while Dr. Roger 8. 
Tracey, Register of Records, gave way to Dr. 
John T. Nagle, taking the latter’s postion of 


Deputy Register of Records. Dr. Jacobi said: 


These changes, I have learned, were made 
at „ dictation of Tammany. Dr. Ewing 
told me that on the day his resignation was 
asked for President Charles G. Wilson went to 
him and said that he must retire from the de- 
partment in two hours, as there was a lot of 
outside pressure that President Wilson could 
not resist, urging his retirement and that of 
Lol. Prentice. Mr. Wilson told Dr. Ewing 
that if the resignations were not sent in the 
pressure would be so great that he (Wilson ) 
would have to get out. 

“This story was told to me by Dr. Ewing. 
I concluded that the department was no 
longer an independent body, but that the great 
trust, the health and the safety of the people, 
was being trafficked in for selfish reasons, [ 
could not be identified with an enterprise of 
this sort, and go I tendered my resignation.”’ 

One of the advisory bodies connected with 
the Board of Health is the Committee of 
Conference of the New York Acad- 
emy of Medicine; a most important 
body scientifically, and one which 
does good sanitary work. Its members are 
Dr. Jacobi, Dr. Janeway. Dr. Alfred L. Loo- 
mis, Dr. Stephen Smith, and Dr. Richard 


itary Superintendent. Dr, Ewing said: 

„Mr. Wilson came to me last month and 
told me that, while he eould not place his finger 
on anything I had done against the depart- 
ment or on anything I had failed to do in its 
behalf, he must ask for my retirement within 
‘two hours. I think Dr. Janeway put it right 
when he said that he would not address such 
ademand to his butler. I inquired what 
was the matter and Mr. Wilson said: 
‘It’s a case of outside pressure. I must 
either get your resignation or tender 
my own.’ I understood that it was the work 
of Tammany and I answered: ‘Well, then, 
be a man and resign.’ He replied that he had 
three years yet to serve and he did not wantto 
get out. I dot 't know how they could have 
forced his resignation, either. Dr. Edson, 
who took my place, being the son of an ex- 
Mayor, has a good deal of political iufluence. 
Dr. Nagie, who got Dr. Tracey’s position, is 
a splendid man on election day, and I suppose 
Lawyer Steinert has claims upon Tammany.“

We had not 
intended visiting Chicago betore next Octo- 
ber, but, becoming alarmed over the reports 
which reached us concerning the inadequacy 
of space allotted the French display, we hur- 
ried over to see what had been done. I can 
only say in this respect the result of our visit 
is extremely disappointing. We feel the dis- 
appointment more, but we were greatly 
impressed with the surpassing beauty of the 
surroundings of the Exposition and the pro- 
gressive spirit which has caused so many 
magnificent buildings to be erected in so 
short a space of time. 

“France is eager to take a prom inent part in 
so remarkable an Exposition as this is to be, 
but under the present conditions I greatly fear 
that the plan and scope of the French exhibit 
will have to be greatly modified and lessened. 
Spacious and handsome as the Fair buildings 
will be when completed we hear that there 
was to be but one building devoted to manu- 
factures, the liberal arts, and the fine arts, Im- 
mense as thig building is it will come far short 
of providing even sufficient room for a proper 
display of mannfactures of the world. and more- 
over the various purposes to which the build- 
ing is to be devoted will tend te make the 
exhibits look like the wares displayed in a 
bazaar. France is particularly desirous of 
making a splendid display in the liberal arts. 
On this, our first visit to the United States we 
have found mach to astonish us, and we have 
also found that we are surpassed in many 
things. 

In respect to the resources and manufact- 
ures and products in which this country is 
prominent France does not wish to enter into 
competition with the United States, We 
think in all modesty that in the liberal arts 
we have achieved naturally more than the

Among the dead are Richard Adams and 
wife of this city. Mr. Adams was a furniture 
dealer who had gona to Philadelphia on a 
business trip aceom ied by his wife. They 
occupied a berth in adie of the coaches of the 
first section and were returning together. 
Both were instantly crushed todeath., . 

The firstsection hat been blocked at Dock 
street crossing, but ug attention was paid to 
the second which was follow- 
ing quite closely. fo first train had gotten 
the signal ana had started slowly to pull 
out when the follwing section crashed 
into it. George Wéstinghouse’s private car 
Glen Eyre was thi Iast one of the first sec- 
tion. The engine stiack it with terrific force, 
and it telescoped thelighter common coaches 
ahead of it. The Gurs of the second section 
were thrown from the tracks and hurled 
across the track at right angles. 

The ponderous engine drawing the second 

section was badly wrecked, and at once a cloud 
of dense steam arote that scalded some of 
those who were ‘ta get away from the 
danger because injuries that interfered 
with or — their walking. The 
wrecked cars were #iiled about in such confu- 
sion that it was imyiossible to clear the tracks 
at once, and much Aifficulty was experienced 
in rescuing the injured. and recovering the 
dead, 
Rain Retardda Work of Rescue. 

In addition to thit the heavy rain made it 
almost impossible for the workmen to work 
with any rapicity. * 8 

The scene of the “wreck is near the river, 
where the road wes into the city limits. 
The tracks run almst along the banks of the 
river at the foot of Dock street before turning 
sharply westward ijjto'the city. The ground 
is shelving, and, benides, there are some cuts 
in the bank.

As soon as the aécident occurred the police 
were summoned ald all of the ambulances in 
the city hurried to the scene. The cries of 
the wounded showed that the timbers confined 
many persons to tye mass.

The operator af Steelton is alleged to have 
been responsible for the accident in having 
given Engineer, Kelly of Philadelphia the 
wrong signal. The sharp curve at Dock 
street also made the disaster more serious 
than it would otherwise have been. The 
baggage-car next to the engine was 
the only one in the second sec- 
tion wrecked. None of the trainmen was 
hurt. The private car of George Westing- 
house crushed the day coaches ahead of it 
into kindling wodd. Nobodyin the Westing- 
house car was hürt except the porter, and he 
was but slightly injured. The City Hospital 18 
full of the injured and their moans and cries 
can be heard a square away. It is said Ray- 
mond, one of three’ brothers, horse-dealers of 
this city, is among the dead. At the morgue 
nobody was admitted and the names of the 
dead could not te ascertamed. 

Hughey Kelly and Harry Neill, the engineer 
and fireman of the second section, are both 
from Philadelphia. They stuck to their post, 
the fireman explhining after the accident that 
they had not eve time to think or jump. It 
all came suddenly. The mangled bodies were 
in several instandes unrecognizabie.

Chicago’s Eleven High Schools Hold Grad- 
uating Exercises in the Auditoriam— 
Supt. Lane Gives a Few Statistics and 
Explains the Objects of School Instruc- 
tion—Diplomas Distributed by President 
Nettelhoarst of the Board of Education 
— Addresses by Prominent Men. 


Six hundred young women and young men, 
graduates from the eleven high schools in 
Chicago, took part in public graduating exer- 
cises at the Auditorium yesterday after- 
noon. The Auditorium was crowded to its 
utmost limit with the relatives and friends of 
the young folks, who were signalizing the 
closing of their school work so far as public 
schools are concerned. On the stage were 
the members of the Board of Education and & 
few invited guests, including William H. En- 
glish of Indianapolis. 

Of the 600 graduates between 400 and 500 
were young women. The young men were 80 
greatly in the minority that their black suits 
served.only to relieve the white and pink of 
the girls’ dresses. The seats used in the chil- 
dren’s choruses rosé from the front of the 
stage to the flies in the background, and every 
seat was filled. There were half a dozen ne- 
groes in the graduating classes this year.

Advocates Compulsory Education. 


President Nettelhorst replied for the Board 
of Education in a brief speech in which he 
complimented the members of the graduating 
class, in allof whom he took the greatest 
pride. But few of the pupils entering the 
primary grades went through the entire 
course and finally graduated, in fact few com- 
pleted the grammar school course. A com- 
pulsory school law which would compel 
parents to send their children to school not 
for sixteen’ weeks, but for the entire forty 
weeks of the school year, would improve the 
minds and murals of the young. The law 
would have to be one that could be thor- 
oughly enforced. 

n closing President Nettelhorst gave some 
good advice to the members of the class, and 
his remarks met with the approval of the 
audience. |

ership of Prof. L. Tomlins, sang the Spring 
Song. with piano accompaniment. 

Mayor Washburne was down for an ad- 
dress, but he sent word that important city 
business had prevented his coming, and there- 
fore he sent Corporation Counsel Müler as his 
substitute.

He 
asked of the members of the class if the work 
done by them during their school days had 
been done merely as a means to secure grad- 
uation or had been for the good that would 
come from it. Not more than 10 per cent of 
the graduates of the high schools of the coun- 
try continued their labors in colleges and 
schools of technique, but he hoped a greater 
per cent of the Chicago High School graduates 
would continue their courses in mental devel- 
opment. The people of America wanted an 
American education, and in his, opinion the 
time would soon come, if it had not already 
arrived, when there would be no necessity of 
any young man or young woman going to 
foreign countries to complete an — . 
Then, too, with the Chautauqua course, the 
university extension, and the lecture bureaus, 
there was no reason why any one should give 
up study because of a necessity for entering 
business life. 

Prof. A. F. N ightingele, Superintendent of 
High Schools,spoke of tne work in high schools 
and said for those of Chicago that they were 
untrammeled by custom ano left free to adopt 
such improvements in the system of teaching 
as were being originated.

ALL EUROPE UPHOLDS THE NEAL FREE- | 


TRADE PLANK. 

The Permanent Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic convention said in his address: Who- 
ever may be your chosen leader im this cam- 
paign no telegram will flash across the sea 
from the castles of absentee tariff lords to 
congratalate him. But he failed to state 
that the news of the nomination of Cleveland 
on a free-trade platform would be welcomed 
with bursts of irrepressible joy by every En- 
glish and European manufacturer, and that 
there would be more delight in Manchester, 
Leeds, Birmingham, Bradford, Paris, Lyons, 


i Vienna, Berlin, Chemnitz, Brussels, Geneva, 


and scores of other towns than over any one 
thing which has happened in the world during 
the last twenty years. 

If the great industrial centers of the Old 
World hear in November that the Democrats 
have carried the day on their open-port free- 
trade platform they will feel much as the 
people of the North did when the dispatches 
announced Lee’s surrender. They will say: 
The protectionists of the United States have 
given up the commercial conflict. Let us 
enter into our inheritance.” Nor will they be 
the only ones to éxult. The Canadians will 
share their delight at the prospect of free 
markets in the great republic for all their 
surplus products, while they are to be unmo- 
lested in levying as high duties as they please 
on our manufactures. The, countries to the 
south of the United States which have been 
forced to reciprocate by threats of retaliation 
will rejoice at the prospect of returning to 
their old free-trade access to our markets, 
while levying prohibitory duties on our ex- 
ports. 

The Democrats declare that if they attain 
to power they will take ali duties off compet- 


itive articles. This includes the products of 


the farmer as well as of the manufacturer. 
Were such a policy carried out, the barley, 
potatoes, all kinds of vegetables, eggs, poul- 
try, animals, fish, lumber, coal, and ores of 
Canada would be poured into the United 
Stateg in direct cumpetition with similar 
American products. But while the Dominion 
was given the enormous benefit of the great 
American market it would keep right on levy- 


ing duties of from 30 to 40 per cent on Ameri-. 


can manufactures. Brazil and other South 
American couhtries, seeing the reciprocity 
policy abandoned by the United States Guv- 
érnment, would resume their old practice of 
levying excessive duties on American bread- 
stuffs and manufactures. European nations 
like Germany and France, which were forced . 
by threats of retaliation to repeal their de- 
crees prohibiting the importation of Ameri- 
can hog producta, would reénact them, know. 
ing that no retaliatory consequences would 
follow during a Democratic administration. 
In the political contest which has now begun 
every competing nation in the world will act 
at bottle-bolder and second for the Democratic 
party. It would be a mistake for the Repub- 
licans to underestimate the weight of the in- 
fluence which the foreign allies of their op- 


} ponents will throw into the scales. The open- 


ing of American ports free of duty to foreign 
manufactures is becoming a life and death 
question with British and European manv- 
facturers. Their sales are falling off in spite 
of their reductions of prices, and they see hard 
times staring them in the face unless the ports 
of the great republic can be thrown open to 
them. The salvation of the Canadian Domin- 
ion depends on securing a free American mar- 
ket for its natural producis, while it will re- 
tain the privilege to levy heavy duties on 
American goods. So great are the interests 
at stake that foreign inanufacturers will be 
only too giad to supply the Democrats with 
the sinews of war toany amount. Through 
their agents, the New York importers, they 
can slip large sums of money into the hands 
of the Democratic mapagers, reasoning that it 
will be repaid ten-fold-—yea, one hundred-fold 
—if our ports are opened to them duty free. 
Their business interests would urge them to 
take this course, and they would experience 
no qualms of conscience in making such dona- 
tions.

J If we could de ou hi- 
bition in the view of 65,000,000 of people and 7,000, 
000 of Democrats who will vote the Democratic 
ticket, well and good; but what is the use, what 
is the sense in having 15,000 people who can hardly 
see, and cannot hear, prolonging the p 

of a Democratic convention and preventing them 
from being deliberative? [Cries of Good. good.“ 

It is not the discomfort, it is not the inconven- 
ience, but it is the danger of wrecking the good 
work of a convention that we are face to face 
with today; and I feel confident that we have 
reached the climax of absurdity. I therefore 
venture to ask my fellow delegates to pass the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, That the Demotratic National com- 
mittee be instructed to provide in the next Na- 
tional conveation accommodations for the dele- 
gates, alternates, the prass, National committee, 
and none others. 

A great howl of protest went up from the 
galleries against the resolution, and the cries 
of “ No, no, from the galleries interrupted 
the speaker. 

There was a demand from the delegates for 
a call of the roll of States on the resolution, 
in which demand Mr. Collins joined. Before 
the roll could be called during the thunder- 
storm the electric light wire feil and the panic 
ensued. 

When a certain amount of quiet had been 
restored Attorney-General Hensel of Pennsyl- 
vania moved that the resolution be referred 
to the National committee for consideration 
and action, and it was so ordered. 

Every sensible man must wish that Collins’ 
resolution’ will be adopted by the National 
committee. If any doubt remains in their 
minds on this subject they have only to con- 
sult those who suffered in that hot, stifling, 
| dark, ill-smelling, ill-ventilated, inconvenient, 
| water-deluged, shaky, and dangerous rat-trap. 
If it could be put to vote its condemnation 
would be unanimous, and all the more em- 
phatic when it is considered what a comforta- 
ble, commodious, convenient, and elegant 
structure stood ready to their hands in the 
great Auditorium. That a resolution was not 
passed by the convention condemning in the 
severest terms all who were guilty of this su- 
preme folly speaks volumes for the long suf- 
fering patsence of the American people. 

The only plea upon which the erection of 


the wigwam was based was the necessity of 


having a hall big enough for all who wanted 
to come, The result was an ungoverned and 
wngovernable multitude; galleries packed

BOTH PARTIES OPPOSED 16 67-CENT 
DOLLARS. 

The Democratic convention did well to de- 
clare for the use of both gold and silver as 
the standard money of the country,” and for 
the coinage of both gold and silver without 
discriminating against either metal.” Its 
declaration that the unit of coinage of both 
metals must be of equal intrinsic and e- 
changeable value is entitled to the credit of 


honest money than is that of the Republican 
platform. The reference to international agree- 
ment is similar to that in the Republican plat- 
form. The. matter could be adjusted by an 
international agreement to recognize the two 
metals, at their commercial ratio, which is 
now about twenty-three ounces of silver to 
one of gold, instead of sixteen to one; but 
the probabilities that any such agreement will 
be arrived at by an international conference 
or as a consequence of it ate rather remote. 
The Democratic platform is sound in recom- 
mending such safeguards of legislation as 
shall insure the maintenance of the parity of 
the two metals and the equal value of every 
dollar at all times in the markets and in the 
payment of debts.“ For one of the most im- 
portant of such safeguards the Democrats 
may be referred to the wise recommendation 
by Secretary Windom that the silver certifi- 
cates be made redeemabte in silver on a goid 
basis by the payment of a gold dollar’s worth 
of silver bullion for each dollar of indebted- 
ness named on the certificate. 

The demand that the value of the silver 
dollar shall be the same as gold at all times 
for the payment of debts, and the statement 
that such policy is especially necessary for the 
protection of the farmers and laboring classes, 
who are the first and most defenseless vie- 
tims of unstable inoney and a fluctuating cur- 
rency,”’ is in strict harmony with the position 
taken by the Republicans, It is an open and 
unmistakable pronunciamento ia favor of 
honést money for ail classes, and a sharp 
rebuke to fhe advocates of a 67-cent dollar, 
which they proposed to use in swindling not 
only creditors, but every farmer and day- 
worker who has accumulated and loaned out 
a little money ahead by saving a percentage 
from the proceeds of his toil. It is an ut- 
terance that may well shame those who hoped 
to gain the indorsement of the Democratic 
party to their policy of revudiation. 

The adoption of this really excellent plank 
in the platform removes the silver question 
from the domain of polities between the two 
great parties. Free and unlimited coinage ”’ 
‘ceases to be an issue as between them. Each 
has declared in favor of honesty in the issue 
of money and the use of it to pay obligations 
incurred. The Denjotratic Senators and 
members of the House will do well to heed 
this declaration of principle as well as of pol- 
icy. Bland, Vest, Cockrelly.and the rest of 
the. Cheap John démagogues have received 
their instructions. Now let them drop their 
dishonest scheme of a free coinage law and 
bend their energies on securing a silver ratio 
with gold that will maintain parity. and a re- 
peal of the Sherman law, Which places the gov- 
ernment in a false position and threatens the 
country with financial misehief that once suf- 
fered might cost the labor of many years to 
repair.

The compla:::ts covered all kinds of 
filth, rotten vegetables, decayed fruit. and 
garbage. rains beat some of this stuff 
into the pavements. The heat will come along 
in afew days and the odor will be insuffer- 
able. There is danger of disease growing out 
of this neglect. It may becomeepiaemic, I 
intend to introduce an order in the Council 
Monday to have the contract of McGovern & 
Fox for the scavenger service of the Nine- 
teenth Ward rescinded. As matters stand the 
city is not getting proper service and the pub- 
lic health is endange * 

Building Commissioner O'Neill yesterday 
doubied the force of men at work tearing 
down the upper stories of the shattered build- 
ing at No. 248 West Madison street. He fears 
that a high wind will send the walls down 
with a crash. Last night’s -tori filled the 
basement with water and added to the danger. 
He hopes to have the three upper stories.torn 
down by Sunday night. When that is done 
all danger will be averted.

“A Tramp Across the Continent,” by 
Charles F. Lummis. 

Mr. Lummis calls his fascinating book the 
wayside notes of a happy vagabondizing—the 
simpie story of joy on legs. It is the record 
of a solitary march from Cincinnati to Los 
Angeles by way of Santa Fé—a distance of 
3.500 miles—which was made by the author 
in the fall and winter of 1884.85, his age at 
the time being 26. It was purely for fun’ 
in a good sense, and the most productive four 
months of a rather stirring life. The journey 
was often fatiguing, but never dull; full of 
hardship and spiced with frequent danger in 
its latter half, but always instructive, keenly 
interesting. and keenly enjoyed, even at the 
hardest, and it had some very hard sides. 

For pluck, persistence, and a co 
amounting at times to foolhardiness, Mr. 
Lummis may challenge the doughtiest hero of 
romance, ot to dwell on such common- 
place adventures as encounters with highway. 
men, wild animals, and conv) we may say 
that Mr. Lummis almost peris in a bliz- 
gard, that he was attacked by a dog, his faith- 
ful companion for 1.500 miles, who had gone 
mad from thirst; that he broke his arm in 
falling from a rock, setit himself, and walked 
fifty-two miles the same day in order to reach 
the nearest settlement. . 

Ah, the torture of that walk! Cut and brnised 
from head to foot; that agoniz arm quiveri 
to the jar of n weak with pain an 
lass of blood, with cold, wet feet slipping in the 


muddy spow—a thousand years could not drown | 


the memory of that bitter 6th of January. I re- 
member a wet, sullen landscape of widenine val-

Diamond Exhibiters Must Send Their Goods 
Like Other People. 


Ww sinerox, D. C., June 24.— Monsieur 
Monteith, one of the French Commissioners 
to the World’s Columbian Exposition, has 
made inquiry whether special favilities and 
privileges can be accorded to certain exhibit- 
ers of diamonds in regard to the transporta- 
tion of their goods, the value of which is so 
great that the owners are unwilling to trust 
them in the hands of express or transportation 
companies.

RATES FROM CHINA. 


LOW FREIGRT TARIFF ON GOODS 
FOR THE WURLD’S Falk. 


Exhibits from Astatio Countries Will Be 
Carried for $16 a Ton and Returned 
Free— Liberal Polley of the Canadian 
Pacific S'eamship and Eailway Com- 
panies—What Lllincis Women Are Do- 


ing to Make the Fair a Success—No Boy- 


cott Against German Seedmen. 

Traffic Manager Jaycox received u state- 
ment yesterday from the Canadian Pavific 
Steamship company which was gratifying to 
the Exposition company. The steamship line 
agreed to carry exhibits from ports of China 
and Japan fo Vancouver at the rate of $10 per 
ton. If exhibits are sent with through bilis of 


lading to Chicago, the rate will be $16 per ton, 
and if the ownership be unchanged they will! 


be returned free. The $10 tariff is a reduction 
of 33 per cent on thé regular rate, and the free 
return makes the charges less than half rates 
each way. | 

The $% per ton charge between Vancouver 
and Chicago, by way of the Canadian Pacific 
railroad, is a still greater reduction. The low- 
est rate on any class of goods between those 
two points is $22 and the highest about $80. 
As the steamship company makes no mention 
of classes, but merely denominates the ship- 
ments as “exhibits,” certain kinds of goods 


will be brought to Chicago from the coast and 


returned for $6, whereas full tariff rates for 
the round trip would be $160 per ton. 

Traffic Manager Jaycox thinks the Canadian 
railroad will eventually do a big business on 
exhibits from the coast. He says the line is 
in none of the associations, and is free to act 
as it may see fit. Its willingness to be a party 
to a low rate is evidenced -by its terms with 
the Canadian Pacific Steamship company. 

While foreign steamship lines railroads 
are making liberal terms, the United States 
railroads have declined to grant half rates, as 
desired by the Exposition company. 

Yesterday there was a joint meeting at head- 
quarters between Directors Stone, Schwab, 
and Ketcham of the Grounds and Buildi 
committee, and Directors Ripley, Chappell, 
Welling, and Wheeler of the Trarsportation 
committee, and President Baker and Director 
Kerfoot, Col. Davis, and Traffic Manager Jay- 
cox. The conference was a joint one, at which 
was presented the rate sheet and other trans- 
portation information which is to be sent out 
to home and foreign exhibiters. The terms 
are full rates going and a free return, and the 
conference agreed to abide by these for the 

resent at least. The document was then re- 

erred to the Committe on Tariff and Transpor- 

tataon of the National Commussion, which will 
meet with the Board of Control today to take 
final action. Chairman Groner of the Nation- 
al committee declared it is almost an outrage 
for the railroads te assume the position they 
have in connection with the free return of 
g The roads, he says decline to become 
liable for damages which may occur on the 
return trip. While that won't hold in law,“ 
he said, “ it is still bad information to have 
go abroad. French, German, and other Eu- 
ropean merchants will hesitate to send goods 
when the raiiroads declare they will be liable 
for damage on them but one way.”

The researches stimulated by the organiza- 
tion of County Woman’s Columbian Exposi- 
tion clubs throughout the State are bringing 
to hght many curious antiquities which mem- 
vers of the clubs are industriously searching 
for and the Historical committee of the IIli- 
nois Woman's Exposition Board will have an 
abundance of material from which to cull the 
collective exhibit. 

A letter written by Henry Clay in 1826 has 
been discovered by the Fulton County club; 
also books written in the eighteenth century, 
ne drum-sticks from the battlefield of At- 

anta. ‘ 

A painting 150 ye*rs old and a piano of an- 
cient make are among the treasures un 
in Pulaski County, where a large and active 
club existe, the attention of the members be- 
ing especially directed toward developing an 
interest in the educational features of the Ex- 
position. 

The monthly report from Dixon, Lee County, 
also shows that progress is being made in the 
line of study of World's Fair topics and kin- 
dred supjects. 

An interesting exhibit is being planned by 
the women of Oregon, Ogle County. The 
scenery along Rock River in this county is 
among the most beautiful and picturesque in 
the State, and it is proposed to present, m a 
series of pee views, the artistic feat- 
ures which every turn of the river reveals. 

At a recent meeting in Lewiston the Fulton 
County club gathe together over one hun- 
dred women from different townships. who 
will unite in an endeavor to have Fulton 
County well represented at the World’s Fair.

NO EVIDENCE OF A BOYCOTT, 


Stories That German Seed Exhibiters Will 
Be Opvosed Is Denied. 

Chief J, M. Samuels of the Department of 
Horticulture, having made a thorvugh inves- 
tigation, writes to A. L. Don, Secretary of the 
American Seed Trade Association, New York, 
upon the subject of the report which has re- 
cently gained some currency to the effect that 
American seedsmen are antagonistic to an ex- 
hibit from the great seed firms in Germany. 
Chief Samuels upon this matter says: 

A report has been widely circulated among 
German seedsmen to the effect that the wholesale 
firms in this couptry will boycott any seedsmen 
from Germany who attempt to make an exhibit 
at the Columbian Exposition. After making a 
thorough investigation, and having received em- 
paatie assurance from many of the leading seed 

rms of the United States t they knew abso- 
lutely nothing of such an intention, but on the 
contrary were anxious to see a representative 
seed exhibit from Germany, I am in a ition to 
state that the report is absolutely without foun- 
dation. 

The following resolution,.passed by the 
American Seed Association, is direct evidence 
of the friendly spirit in which the German 
seedsmen will be treated who come to Chica- 
go to exhibit in 1893. 

Resolved, That the American Seed Trade asso- 
ciation, in convention assembled, heartily depre- 
cates any action that may have been taken to 
prevent exporters of seeds in Germany from mak- 
ing an exhibition of their products at the World's 
Fair in Chicago: that none of its members have 
ever participated in such a movement, and er- 
press a hearty desire to have the fullest represen- 
tation of the products of the world, as relating to 
their business, exhibited at that time. 


STATE BUILDINGS BEING RUSHED, 


Some Ready for Reofing, While Work Wili 
Be Commenced on Others. 

State buildings are going up with a rush at 
Jackson Park. the Commissioners of the 
various World’s Fair boards are every day 
crowding the Surveying Department to have 
their sites staked off, It took the State peo- 
ple a long time to get started, but now they 
want to go faster than they can be accummo- 
dated. Yesterday afternoon workmen were 
engaged in putting up fourteen structures, 
and four more sites have been surveyed. 

Illinois has of course led. Then come Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Wisconsin, manana, — Mas- 
sachusetts, Pennsylvani laware, New 
York, West Virginia, Rhode Isiand, Connecti- 
cut, and Maine.

These applications may be made b 
the executive officers of the State or Territori 
World's Fair Commissions, or by the State Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction, or by any other 
executive officer duly empowered to direct the 
making of such an ehibit. 

A distinct application is desired from each uni- 
— — college, normal se , professional 
school, school of technology or art, or other 
school not included in the colleetive elementary 
exhibit named above. Separate “app — are 
desired, even when schoolsof these higher grades 
may be united in special collective exhibits. fhe 
of these applications will not withdraw the 
institutions from the assistance ahd general su- 
por vision of the State committees. The aid and 
counsel of these committees are earnestly solicited, 
and will receive the fullest consideration from the 
chief of the department. But it is essential to a 
nage recognition of all interests that he should 

now what institutions are to be provided for and 
the nature of their exhibits. 

All Roman Catholic schools and colleges will be 
included in one collective exhibit. Space will 
not be needed for them in the estimates for the 
collective State exhibit. Their institutions of 
higher learning should make separate appl ica- 
tions, as provided in ped gar mere: 2 peragrar™. 

The following nam departments will be 
placed in collective exhibits, and space for them 
need not be included in the State exhibits: Kin- 
dergartens, manual training schools, etc., no* 
operated as part of a public school system;
